THE CZARS ILLNESS 


| Said to 





Have Been Caused by Scientifie 
Means—His Death Will be an Unnatural 
One—The Greek Church Anxious for the 
Succession of the Czar’s Second Son, 
Who is a Good Soldier, but a Dangerous 


Man. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 16.—Dr. 
George Ir. V. Schmidt, an officer in the 
| Prussian army, now traveling on leave, 
yesterday made public in an afternoon 
| paper a letter received from a friend in 
St. Petersburg. ‘These dispatches were 
written in sympathetic ink on appa- 
rently a blank piece of paper in order 
| that they might be conveyed out of 
Russia. The most sensational matter 
in the dispatch is the intimation that 
the ezar’s illness has been caused by 
other than natural means. The doctor 
translated the dispatch as follows: 

“The czar is lying at the peint of 
death. The excitement of the highest 
circles in Russia is simply tremendous. 
It is understood in a wide circle in 
Russia that the ezar's sickness was 
brought about by scientific means, and 
that his death will not be a natural 
one. It is on account of this that tke 
journals contradict the fact of the 
ezar’s sickness. There is a party that 
wants to set the czarowitz on the 
throne. The ezarowitz is of a cranky, 
melancholy nature, is inclined to insti- 
tute the most radical reforms through- 
out Russia, and has already made plans 
for such actions. He is very much 
hated by the clergy. 

“The patriarch of Moseow, who is at 
the head of the Greek church, has trav- 
eled about with the ezar in order to 
persuade him to put his second son on 
the throne instead of the czarowitz. 
As this second son is very hot-headed, 
he is sure not to remain long on the 
throne without becoming seriously in- 
volved in state troubles. He is a fine 
soldier, fond of a fight, a martial 
fellow and very ambitious. He is an

I saw an article in your last 
week’s issue headed ‘‘Educational, 
by Superintendant W. H. Gaston. 
He shows that the association hasa 
large membership. Much good 
might be aceomplished with this 
force, it it is properly used, but I 
think Elder Gaston is giving the 
wrong instruction and putting the 
wrong spirit into the churches of 
his association. He says, “There 
has been some complaint for sev- 
eral years in this section, of debarr- 
ing Baptist of many of the privileg- 
es enjoyed in the schools, and of 
some religious instructions having 
been given Baptist children indi- 
rectly, thought by the Baptists to be 
inimical to their cause, even in some 
of the public or state schools.” 

He offers as a remedy to these 
complaints, that each one of these 
twenty-seven churches build a 
school house on their grounds, then 
they can see and know what is be- 
ing taught and who teaches it. This 
is his weapon. ‘The idea of build- 
ing more school houses is a good 
one. Yes, I agree that the county 
needs more school houses, even bet~ 
ter than most of Bro, Gaston’s 
churches, but they should not be 
built as Baptist or Methodist or any 
other denominational school houses. 
Why should the Baptists of a 
community rise up and say, “we are 
going to build a Baptist schocl 
house’’: 

Why not let the community at 
large join in and build a school and 
let it stand for the community ? 
Bro. Gaston would not agree to such 
a plan as this, for it would perhaps 
defeat his object. 

He says “See what they teach 
and who teaches it.” It is not so 
much what they teach as who the 
teacher will be. Hus object is to 
have the Baptists build the house 
on their ground and then no one 
put a Baptist need apply for the 
school. He means to select the 
teacher and see what he _ teaches, 
simply because the house is on the 
Primitive Baptist Church ground 

Away with such ‘‘bosh,” it is out 
of the question. Hurdreds of teach- 
ers are suffering today and canrot 
faithfully discharge their duties on 
account of denominational strife. It 
is ignorance fora community to think 
because they may have a few more 
Baptist or Methodist as the cause 
may be, that they will not have a 
teacher because he is nota Baptist 
or Methodist. First, find the teach - 
er who is fitted for the work along 
all lines, then put him in your school 
regardless of his religious views. No 
man of sense will attempt to teoch 
his religious views in a public school 
If it be a private school such as 
Brother Gaston is trying to build 
(and I pride him for it) he can 
teach any religious views he chooses. 

Public or Stata school should not 
teach any particular denominational 
views. Churches should be left out 
of it. Teach those things which the 
State requires you to teach and that 
is sufficient. Too much regard can 
not ke had for true Christion relig- 
ion in all denominational schools, 
and in them teach their ductrines. 
Their banners should be held high 
and not as Brother Gaston is doing. 


I see he is superintendent and priv- 
cipal of a Baptist institute and yet 
he says it will be strictly non-secta- 
rian. If you have a Baptist insti- 
tute why should you be ashamed of 
it.

The Sinsation of the Two St. 
Paul Boy Murderers. 


WERE WICKED FROM OHILDHOOD. 





They Held Up a Saloon and Killed the 
Bartender After Demanding the Cash.

Effort to Get Away and shot the Death 
Watch.

WASHING LACES. 





Give Cobwebby Garnitures Your Persona) 
Attention. 

Since even a duchess is not above su- 
perintending the process of w ashing 
her laces, there is no reason why any 
woman should slight this bit of cleans: 
ing work, which will keep in good con- 
dition the webby garnitures costing 


these days quite as much as the gowns 


they are lavished on. 

Miles of laces is sown upon summer 
frocks this season. The heavy torch 
ons and substantial meshed laces whicb 
deck bright chintzes and ginghams 
may go to and from the laundry a 
whole season and look none the worse 
for a little rough handling. But filmy 
lace trimmings, which are choice and 
expensive, must reeeive personal at- 
tention from their owner when the 
time for cleaning arrives. Some so- 
ciety women, rather than trust their 
laces to cleansing establishments, with 
their own jeweled fingers give them 
the delicate care necessary. 

Laces may be bleached by exposing 
them to the sunlight in soapsuds. 
Afterward dry the points by pinning 
toacloth. They are next rubbed with 
a sponge dipped in soapsuds of glycer- 
ine soap. One side should be cleaned, 
then the other. To remove the soap 
rinse in clear water, in which a little 
alum is dissolved, 

The wrong side of the lace should 
be dampened with a sponge dipped in 
rice water; then it is ironed, and each 
flower raised with an ivory stick. 

When not much soiled lace may be 
= ned by the use of bread crumbs. 

Valenciennes should be folded a reg- 
ular length, inclosed in a sack of fine 
linen and soaked for about twelve 
hours in olive oi]. Afterward boil the 
sack containing the lace for fifteen 
minutes in water, to which pure soap 
‘has been added in slices. Rinse well, 
dip in thin rice water, and pin down 
the lace to dry. iron under a muslin 
cloth. 

Butter-colored laces, and those with 
a tinge of cream, require to be boiled 
for sixty minutes in soapy bluing wa- 
ter, then take outand boil twice again, 
The third time 
leave the bluing out of the water. 
Afterward the lace should be put in 
a little brandy and 
alum dissolved in it. Then powder 
lightly with sulphur flour and iron 
when damp.
